TRUMAN PROCLAIMS END 
OF THE STATE OF WAR 
BETWEEN U,S., GERMANY 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 VAP). 


RESIDENT TRUMAN to- 
day formally proclaimed the 
end of the state of war be- 
tween the United States and 
Germany. His action was a 
sequel to a joint congressional 
resolution ending the conflict. 

The proclamation said the 
war, which was declared Dec. 
11, 1941, was terminated on 
Oct. 19, 1951, the date of the 
passage of the resolution. It 
repeated that United States 
policy is aimed at making a 
peace treaty with a “united and 
free” Germany. However, 
Truman said, “Efforts to this 
end have been frustrated and 
made impossible for the time 
being by the policy of the So- 
viet Government.” 

Meantime, he added, it has 
been considered desirable, .to 
end the state of war, thpsfre- 
moving Germany from its 
status, as an enemy and fe- 
storing certain rights of Ger- 
man citizens. He said the rights

Fowler, who is merchandising 
counsel for the association, said 
the only salvation lies in getting 
more beer into the home, where 
the money is. 

“Tavern owners have got to 
start thinking in terms of liquor 
that leaves their premises still 
in the bottle.”

“Today looks like my last day 
in the beer-selling end of my 
business,” one tavern-owner said 
this morning. 

“Out of town beer? That’s all 
sold out too,” said another. “I’ve 
got just about enough in stock to 
last until Thursday noon.”

Extravagant Use of Medical Men

with every man, woman and child 
exposed to them—is based upon 
the same basic premises as was 
the medical planning for the 
Civil War,” Dr. Hawley declared. 
He predicted chaos if the na- 
tion waited until the middle of a 
major war to attempt a change- 
over to a workable program for 
both military and civilian needs. 


Present Medical Plans. 


Under present medical plans of 
the Armed Forces, he said, “the 
sky is the limit, and doctors will 
be drafted to meet every contin- 
gency, regardless of what hap- 
’ pens to the rest of the people.” 
Instead, Dr. Hawley urged that 
the nation’s “entire medical po- 
tential” — including nurses, tech- 
nicians and hospital beds as well 
as doctors — be pooled to serve 
both the Armed Forces and the 
civilian population “so that each 
will be cared for and neither gain 
a monopoly on medical care.” 

Dr. Hawley said he realized 
that, in feeling and speaking as 
he was doing, he was “open to the 
charge of treason against a serv- 
ice in which I spent the best 30, 
years of my life.” A retired Army 
major general, he was chief sur- 
geon of the European Theater of 
Operations in World War II. After 
the war, he was chief medical di- 
rector of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration for four years. 

As a member of a committee 
formed to recommend ways to cut 
waste in military medical care, he 
said he found much evidence of 
wasteful duplication in hospital 
facilities. He condemned particu- 
larly the practice of retaining mil- 
itary casualties in Army or Navy 
hospitals. instead of transferring 
them to VA hospitals staffed part- 
ly by civilian doctors.

New Mem in No.. 10? 


The polls and the press predict a Conservative 
victory in Great Britain’s parliamentary elec- 
tions. But most of the predictions are qualified. 
Everybody seems to be thinking of 1948, and 
wondering whether Attlee can do a Truman. 

The reason generally given for. Tory success 
is weariness—the weariness of the British voters 
with a party which, through years in office, has 
lost its glamour and its solidarity. Commanding 
a margin of only half-a-dozen votes in the House 
of Commons, Labor has for the most part had 
to be content with holding the line, instead of 
introducing popular new measures. 

More recently, with Aneuran Bevan in rebel- 
lion, there has been something of a parallel to 
the Democrats’ worries about the Dixiecrats. But 
just as the Fair Deal seems a pale but still mov- 
ing replica of the New Deal, the Labor Party of 


today may still command many a vote for what 


it did five or six years ago. 

After all, there is no unemployment in Great 
Britain today. In spite of austerity and taxes, 
the living standards of millions have been raised. 
The burdens of national defense would have to 
be carried, no matter which party organized 
the Government. What could the Conservatives 
have done in Persia or Egypt which the Labor- 
ites did not do? 

Would Mr. Churchill’s finger be less reluctant 
to pull the trigger of war than Mr, Attlee’s? Did 
not the splendid sun of imperialism sink with 
Queen Victoria? And, on the whole, has not 
Labor done fairly well in helping Englishmen 
adjust themselves to the new kind of world in 
which they must live? . 

Where the Labor candidate must appeal for 
a somewhat philosophical view on the part of 
the voter, the Conservative, of course, can strike 
a more glamorous note. The “outs” almost al- 
ways have that advantage over the “ins.” They 
can belabor the specific mistakes of the Govern- 
ment. They ‘can promise—and the Conservatives 
honestly do promise—to abolish Labor’s reforms. 
They can talk about new vigor and ancient glory. 
They can suggest that, after all, there may be 
something to be said for Mr. Churchill’s color 
and dash over Mr. Atlee’s patience and perse- 
verance. 3 

To an outsider, the ever amazing thing is not 
how much, but how little really divides the 
British. The contest between socialist and aris- 
tocrat stirs little of the passion which it seems 
to imply. Nobody has been seriously denouncing 
Mr. Morrison as a Marxian devil or Mr. Eden 
as a blue-blooded snob. Both are respected. 
There is the general knowledge that, whichever 

is elected, he and his party will have to deal with 
the Russians and the Persians, export subsidies 
and the cost of armament, the disintegration of 
the Empire and the establishment of new lines 
of trade and defense. 

Naturally, this does not add up to indifference 
on the part of the campaigners or the voters. 
There have been plenty of fiery speeches and 
challenging posters. Arguments about issues and 
personalities have flared. But behind it all, there 
seems to be a feeling that the margin of choice 
is rather small, and that the margin of victory 
may be fairly narrow, too. There is a generally 
accepted feeling that if that should turn out to 
be the case once more, it might not be a bad 
idea to form a national coalition government, or 
a reasonable facsimile of one. 

The outcome of the voting is important, of 
course. But more important is the fact that, un- 
der Laborite or Tory, Great Britain is going to 
be a hard-pressed nation. Faced by the threat 
of war, Americans decide to prevent it by dig- 
ging deep into their pockets for the means which 
would insure victory and so deter the aggressor. 
The British are pretty well down to the bottom 
of their pockets, and must wonder by what other 
means they can do their part to avert the ulti- 
mate catastrophe. 

And that is a worry Washington will have to 
share with London whether Mr. Attlee continues 
to live at No. 10 Downing Street, or whether Mr. 
Churchill gets a new lease on that plain, old- 
fashioned brick house. 
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A Senator vs. a General 

Senator Lester Hunt who has been investigat- 
ing the gambling racket around Keesler Air 
Force Base at Biloxi, says he will turn in “a 
highly critical report” to the Senate Prepared- 
ness Committee. The Wyoming Democrat and 
his investigators .established that some very 
sordid things, reflecting discredit on both civil- 
ian and military authorities, have been going 
on along Mississippi’s Gold Coast. 

Gambling interests are so entrenched that 
they “control the economic life of the area.” 
The 30,000 trainees at Keesler, who average 


18 years in age, are fleeced of $500,000 a month. - 


Two lieutenants who lost heavily committed 
suicide. Some airmen pawned their uniforms 
and even stole to get money for gambling. 

Yet Maj. Gen. James F. Powell, commanding 
officer at Keesler, declared these conditions 
were a civilian problem. He stated that he did 
not take the simple action of putting gambling 
joints off limits because such regulations would 
be difficult to enforce and might hurt innocent 
townspeople economically. 

It is no wonder that the Senator told the gen- 
eral, “I am discouraged by your attitude about 
what happens to the boys off the base.” No 
doubt many of the parents of the boys are badly 
discouraged by the general’s attitude of uncon- 
cern.

Powell? 
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The Airmail Mystery 

When Congress reconvenes, the House will 
have to consider the Johnson bill which passed 
the Senate a month ago. This measure would 
separate airline subsidies from airmail rates and 
fix the rates. Until lately nobody has known 
how much of the taxpayers’ moncy was going 
into the subsidies. For years the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board has determined airmail rates, 
which include subsidization, and this was 
charged to the Post Office Department. But 
neither agency was sure how much money went 
for actually carrying mail and how much for 
pure subsidy. 

Just recently the CAB made the first official 
estimate of subsidies paid to domestic airlines. 
CAB said $270,000,000 had been paid out in this 
fashion since 1938. But, as Marquis Childs noted 
in his column, another estimate put the total air- 
line subsidy at $250,000,000 since World War II. 

Obviously the airlines have been getting con- 
siderable aid from the federal coffers, and obvi- 
ously the public ought to know about it. The 
CAB says it will separate subsidies from airmail 
payments from now on, but legislation is needed 
to make this a certain policy. The bill introduced 
by Colorado’s Senator Johnson would accomplish 
this purpose. 

The doubtful aspect of the Johnson bill is that 
it sets an airmail rate of 45 cents a ton-mile for 
the main trunk airlines and more for smaller 


lines. Mr. Childs said this compares with 23 cents 
a ton-mile charged by airlines for carrying 
freight and express. The logical question is why 
mail rates should be twice that high, granting 
that some subsidization.is required. | | 

+ Is such generosity to private business required 
of the taxpayers? That the taxpayers should 
know what is required of them, to help keep 
the airlines flying, is no question at all. 
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“Dear Taxpayer—”

It bathes him in a soft glow of beneficence 


that will appeal to every taxpayer’s heart. It 


‘contrasts him sharply with mayors who want 


new earnings taxes and congressmen who sup- 
port new income taxes, etching an indelible pic- 
ture in the citizen’s mind of Statesman Forrest 
Smith, who in magnificent solitude coolly pro- 
poses to cut taxes. 

If the Legislature in its haste to adjourn re- 
jects the Governor’s last-minute message, well, 
he can say he tried. If the Legislature accepts, 
why, he can send the people a “Dear Taxpayer” 
letter next March, granting them a 30 per cent 
discount on their income taxes, which will make: 
his famous “Dear Pensioner” letters pale into 
insignificance. 

As we ‘say, the thing is practically fool-proof. 
If anybody wonders why it took Gov. Smith 
until the waning days of October to discover 
that the state had a $31,500,000 surplus, and to 
suggest that some of it be rebated to the taxpay- 
ers, perhaps it will be a fair answer to say that 
such a stroke of political genius as this took 
time to think up. 

Missouri, like other states, is currently col- 
lecting more revenue than it needs because it is 
an accidental inflation profiteer. As prices rise, 
the sales tax take on prices also rises. In this 
situation the logical course would be, first, to 
determine whether Missouri’s state services are 
actually all they ought to be—for example, its 
expenditures for mental hospitals and education 
—and second, to find some way of rebating any 
surplus through a reduction in the sales tax 
which produced it. 

Admittedly this would be hard to do. And it 
must be conceded that if there is a state surplus 
the best thing to do with it is to pass it back to 
the taxpayers somehow. Gov. Smith’s plan would 
accomplish this in a way that would permit the 
state to hold a reserve for contingencies and to 
recapture the rebated income tax revenue if 
some future governor happened to need it. 

The plan may be unconstitutional. It may come 
too late to impress a cynical Legislature. But, 
from the Governor’s point of view, it is a doozy. 
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Now to Work Together 

President Truman has acted in the interest 
of national unity in deciding not to push, at this 
time at least, his appointment of Gen. Mark W. 
Clark as Ambassador to the Vatican. 

The President makes no mention of the 
sharp and divisive opposition which has been 
provoked by this nomination three hours before 
the Senate adjourned until January. Even so 
the reasons he gives are good ones. It is strange, 
however, that such important details as Gen. 
Clark’s legal status as an Army officer and 
whether he could be spared just now from the 
high-ranking post of commander of the Army 
Field Forces were not looked into and clearly 
known in advance. 

The point which counts now is that there will 
be no recess appointment. Feelings which flared 
up overnight, as evidenced by today’s letter col- 
umn, may now cool. The American people have 
a long, hard pull ahead and it means that all of 
them, including adherents of some 250 religious 
denominations, must work together. 
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Romance on a Raft 

Ever since Huck Finn and Abe Lincoln rafted 
down the Mississippi—separately, of course— 
there have been a lot of people who hankered 
to do it, and did it. Some of them made the 
trip in considerably less time than the 99 days 
taken by the two young women and two young 
men who have just landed at New Orleans in 
the good-cnough raft “Lethargia.” Many have 
traveled in more bizarre craft. 

Three St. Louis University students who came 
to St. Louis from Minneapolis a couple of years 
ago voyaged in an Army’ life raft with a pup 
tent for a sail. A Los Angeles truck driver's 
helper who left here last May for the mouth 
was in a war surplus rubber raft. Two* Chicago 
girls paddled to the Crescent City in a canoe, 
and three soldiers from Columbus, O., used 
rowboats fashioned of airplane gasoline tanks. 
A Wabash (Ind.) dentist made the adventure 
seem almost domestic by taking along his wife, 
his brother and his sister-in-law. 

So the young men and young women of the 
“Lethargia” are pretty lucky to have received 
so much attention and a contract from a national 
magazine, as many as there are who do it with- 
out either the attention or the contract, to say 
nothing of both. Their adventure, however, seems 
to have established one pertinent theory, as 
enunciated by Miss Mary Ellen McCrady, the 
skipper. “Romance,” says Skipper McCrady, 
“withers on a raft.” 

Huck Finn would have been dumfounded 
by that remark. To him, romance and a raft 
were darn near one and the same thing except 
for a slight difference in the spelling. The 
McCrady theory, viewed in the light of the 
Finn experiments, would seem to come out to a 
formula about as follows: 

Romance withers on a raft, or blossoms as 
the rose, it all depending on what type romance 
is referred to. 


Two Rotten Bills 

The new bill passed by the Missouri House to 
revise the state’s congressional districts is differ- 
ent from the Senate’s bill, but the difference 
makes little difference to the voters. They would 
be short-changed either way. 

All the Legislature had to do was to draw up 
11 districts containing roughly equal populations. 
That way each Congressman would represent 
about the same number of voters. 

What the legislators actually did was to pro- 
pose 11 districts which would give each major 
party an assured number of districts, and the 
two bills differ only in their partisan advan- 
tages. Naturally the Democratic majority has 
favored itself. 

But neither redistricting plan pays attention 
to the growth in urban population. Each is a 
gerrymandering escape from fair representation. 
Both are attempts to count the votes before they 
are cast. And neither should be passed. The 
Legislature could hardly show a more brazen 
disregard for democratic processes. 

Where were—and where are—the St. Louis 
and St. Louis county legislators during this at- 
tempt to give their area cut-rate ballots? 
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Let’s Subsidize Brains, Not Brawn

Talent of football star is exploited and deified while that of 
professor is forgotten and ignored by too many, college newspaper 
says; great difficulty in de-emphasis lies with alumni; suggests 
they try subsidizing faculty and scholars as they now aid athletes.

The sports and editorial pages of the 
nation’s newspapers have been filled this 
fall with discussions of the “big-time foot- 
ball” problem and the best means of 
solving it. 


It seems generally agreed among college 
officials, editorial writers, and sports col- 
umnists that one of the chief difficulties in 
de-emphasizing college football lies in de- 
emphasizing the desire of alumni for winu- 
ning teams. 


College presidents may be able to see 
that athletic scholarships are given only to 
worthy students and that they do not give 
the athlete a better 
salary than the pro- 
fessors who are 
teaching them. But 
there seems to be no 
way of _ stopping 
cash-padded alumni 
from  lavishing a 
promising athlete 
with ' convertibles 
and greenbacks. 

Thus, although the 
colleges have the 
power (a power 
which they have re- 
grettably failed to 
exercise 1n many cases) to establish a 
reasonable scholarship policy, they do not 
have the authority to prevent their alumni 
from making any such policy a farce. 

Of course, there are many colleges who 
do not have the desire to see the alumni 
stop making gifts to young athletes. 


Old Grads Help the Pros 


In many cases, college athletic depart- 
ments send out annual letters to “old 
grads,” requesting them to uphold the 
name of their alma mater on the gridiron 
by making a little contribution. 


So, directly or indirectly, the alumni 
have gone on subsidizing college football 
teams, making them no more than finish- 
ing squads for the professionals. 


Since the alumni seem willing to con- 
tribute so generously to their schools for 
winning football teams and since these 
contributions are now proving to bring 
more harm to their institutions than good, 
we suggest that the colleges start cam- 
paigning to get this cash for non-athletic 
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purposes. Perhaps the aiumn! did not 
clearly realize hitherto the corrupting in- 
fluence of rampant athletic subsidization. 
But if they fail to see it now, then they 
will never see it. 

We hereby call on wealthy alumni who 
wish to render a real service to their 
alma maters to begin subsidizing their 
faculties. We hereby cali on the nation’s 
colleges to muster alumni financial and 
political support in an effort to maintain, 
secure, and preserve the high caliber of 
their teaching staffs. 

If an alumnus wishes to repay his col- 
lege for its contribution to his progress 
in the world, he could choose no better 
way than to donate to a special fund de- 
signed to aid in raising faculty salaries. 


Ways to Use Excess Cash 


After all, the successful business man 
owes far more to the men who shaped 
and educated his miad than to those who 
are giving him the vicarious satisfaction 
of seeing a winning team. 

Instead of imploring the “old grads” 
for gridiron gifts, colleges should begin 
begging them to give money which could 
be used for research grants, for providing 
some form of disability insurance to fac- 
ulty members, and for improving the aca- 
demic, rather than the athletic, standing 
of their former schools. 

Instead of giving all their donations to 
student aid foundations, which do far more 
than aid, the alumni might consider divert- 
ing a large part of their excess cash to a 
faculty aid foundation. They might con- 
sider how much more vital a faculty is to 
an institution’s preservation than a foot- 
ball team. 

Today the talent of the star football 
player is exploited, praised, and deified 
while that of the faculty member is neg- 
lected, forgotten, and ignored by alumni. 
But when the tumult ani shouting die, 
few can deny that the talent of inteilect 
is far more necessary, far more to be de- 
sired in education than the talent of mus- 
cular prowess. It is time to begin subsi- 
dizing brains instead of brawn. 

It is not a question of de-emphasizing 
alumni support to colleges; it is merely a 
question of re-emphasizing where support 
is most needed—in the classroom and lab- 
oratory, not in the football stadium. 


Everybody’s Freedom 


From The Boston Herald 


About 40 newspaper editors and publish- 
ers agreed to a “declaration” on freedom 
of the press at a forum held at the Medill 
School of Journalism, Northwestern Uni- 
versity, at Evanston, Ill. This was but 
one of several professional outbursts from 
newspaperdom on this issue in recent 
weeks, 

Threats to press freedom are serious. 
La Prensa was seized in Argentina. In this 
country newspaper reporters have been 
jailed in Louisiana. Congres$men intro- 
duce bills to regulate the size or space util- 
ization of newspapers. 

The tendency to close off sources of pub- 
lic information increases. Now the Presi- 
dent has made a censor of each federal 
department head. 

“So what?” asks the preoccupied citizen. 
“This is just a newspaper man’s quarrel. 
The press is just looking after itself, as 


usual.” ° 
How mistaken is such a notion! Free- 


dom of the press is everybody’s freedom. 
The newspapers would probably still sell 
as many papers if some of the legitimate 
news sources were closed. 

But the. citizen would be that much less 
well informed. The wall of secret govern- 
ment would move ever more tightly around 
him. The first thing dictators always do is 


seize the radio stations and other means . 


of communication. 

Truth is the. most potent enemy of the 
stealthy crooks who seek to rule by force. 
It is well for the average citizen to bear 


in mind that in its constant alertness to 
invasions of press freedom, the newspapers 
are really fighting his battle. 

The press supplies the news by which 
he makes his political judgments. He 
cannot make honest judgments if the press 
is prevented from reporting everything 
pertinent that is going on in Washington, 
the state house or city hall. Democracy 
simply cannot work on rationed informa- 
tion. 

This, then, is everybody's battle, just as 
press freedom isn’t a possession of the 
press, but of everybody. Mr. John Q. 
cannot be too vigilant as to this.

Tribute to Portuguese Fishermen 


THE QUEST OF THE SCHOONER ARGUS, by Alas 
Villiers. (Charles Scribner's Sons, 348 pgs., $3.75.) 
Alan Villiers, the indefatigable Austra- 

lian salt who has sailed almost everywhere 

in almost everything, now tells of his new 
adventure with a gang of tremendously 
hardy Portuguese fishermen who risk their 
lives pursuing the cod by schooner and 
dory for several months every year off 

Newfoundland, Labrador and Greenland. 

In 1918 when he was 15 years old, Mr. Vil- 

liers first shoved off to sea. He went from 

Melbourne as an apprentice on a square 

rigger. 

Since then he has shipped in Antarctic 
whalers, in ancient Cape Horners, in Arab 
deep-sea dhows, in His Majesty’s warships, 
and in his own globe-circling square-rig- 

ger. The result has 
been such nautical 
narratives as “Sons 
of Sinbad,” “Grain 
Race,” “By Way of 
Cape Horn,” “Fal- 
mouth for Orders,” 
“The Set of the 
Sails” and “Cruise of 
the Conrad.” Mr. 
Villiers has not yet 
tried Lake Titicaca 
by piragua or the 
Laptevkyh sea in a 
lateen-rigged kayak, 
but when he does he 
may be counted upon 
to have a_ couple 
more good salty yarns to tell. 

The Argus was one of 32 sailing vessels 
that met at Lisbon, Portugal, in March, 
1950, for the trip to the Grand Banks and 
Greenland in search of cod. Villiers was 
aboard. On her deck in nests were 50-odd 


dories, the frail, flat-bottomed, one-man 


craft that the Portuguese use every day 
the weather permits for seeking the cod 


for miles around. No easy job! Handlines 
with hooks and bait! The lone fisherman 


matching his life against rough seas, sud- 


den squalls, frigid cold and—worst of all 
—the sudden, silent fog in which many a 


doryman has vanished. 

But aboard the 700-ton Argus there were 
steamheated quarters and radio telephone 
for keeping in touch with the fleet. The 
fleet’s captain, Adolfo Paiao Jr., 52-year- 
old veteran, was on his thirty-first voyage 
to the great fishing grounds. 

Laurencinha was the First Fisher of the 
Fleet. He is described as “. . . a fine figure 
of a man, lithe and splendidly built. His 


deep-sunken brown eyes were fierce and 
determined. He looked like an athlete and 


he had the stance of a true sailor.” 
Skipper Paiao was a most democratic 
man and he got work out of Laurencinha 
and all hands. As the author saw it: “ I 
liked the fearless way in which they (the 
dorymen) all looked at the afterguard, like 
the proud and supremely competent men 


they were. Obviously, these dorymen had 


preserved the pride of the skilled crafts- 
man, and they displayed the quiet confi- 
dence which characterizes those who have 
successfully surmounted grave perils.” 
Much of the book consists of the stories 
that the author was told of dorymen drift- 
ing for days in fog and surviving, of being 
tipped out by whales, of schooners narrow- 


ly escaping icebergs and kindred adven- 
tures. He saw some dorymen found after 
being adrift for many hours. He saw them 
fish from 4 a.m. till dark and then clean 
fish until midnight. His book commem- 
orates the Portuguese codfisherman and 
is written with the same spirit and ease 


of his earlier books.

Source of Emergency Laws.

Congress went beyond the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations and Tru- 
man did not use these standby 
powers until the U.N. defeat on 
the Yalu river. 
_ After that defeat, when it was 
evident that Korea would be a 
long and costly struggle, Truman 
called in Wilson to write his own 
ticket for the creation of an of- 
fice of defense mobilization. 

At that point, the influence and 
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wane. Nevertheless, the worg that 
had been done during the last 
three years paid valuable divi- 
dends. Just as the statutory civil 
defense organization had taken 
over NSRB personnel, so were the 
trained planners and their ideas 
taken over by Wilson in Defense 
Mobilization, Eric Johnston in

If Symington’ had ever had 
dreams of heading an operational 
rather than a planning agency, 
he was soon disillusioned.

Two-Line Letter From Truman. 

On May 5, Gorrie received a 
two-line letter from the President 
making him the acting chairman 
of the NSRB. It is now framed on‘ 
the long wall opposite his desk in 
the chairman’s office. Beneath it 
is a picture of Symington. He was 
formally nominated for the chair- 
manship last week. Because Con- 
gress is rushing to adjourn, it is 
doubtful whether the Senate will 
act on the nomination af this ses- 
sion. 

Gorrie has no illusions that he 
is a “big name” or that the NSRB 
will regain the status it had un- 
der Symington as long as the 
ODM is.necessary. Nor does he 
intend to battle for his views in 
the National Security Council as 
Symington did against Secre- 
taries Acheson and Marshall, 
Gen. Bradley and others. 

“In the Security Council,” he 
told the Post-Dispatch, “I can 
only answer with facts which the. 
Resources Board has the facili- 
ties to gather. I cannot see my- 
self taking issue with Secretaries 
Acheson and Lovett or Gen. 
Bradley on high policy.” , 

Gorrie sees a great opportunity 
for important work by the NSRB 
even in its temporarily lowered 
status.

Service on ‘Staff Level.’ 

Gorrie, who has an attractive 
personality and with enough ex- 
perience in government to know 
that a younger official cannot 
walk through a wall, believes. he 
and the NSRB can, during the 
present emergency, be of greatest 
service on what Washington calls 
the “staff level,” which is just be- 
low the “policy level.” 

“T know,” he said, “that the 
Cabinet members now are too 
hard pressed for time to attend 
weekly or even monthly meetings 
of the Resources Board. Many of 
them are meeting with Wilson 
and his Defense ‘Mobilization 
Board, of which I am a member. 

“T also know that a great deal 
can be accomplished in planning 
and co-ordination through staff 
studies by the NSRB and the vari- 
ous departments and by informal 
conferences with individual Cabi- 
net members. We have good work- 
ing relations with Wilson’s or- 
ganizations and the other agen- 
cies. I think much can be accom- 
plished on the staff level in work- 
ing out alternative plans that will 
be available if certain situations 
arise. 

‘Limited Emergency.’ 

“By statute, our functions are 
directed to planning ‘in the event 
of war: We are now in a ‘limited 
emergency.’ We must try to fore- 
see what will be necessary not 
only in the event of all-out war 
but also what will be required 
after the war ends. 

“In this atomic age, we must 
also try to see what would hap- 
pen in the event.of a A-bomb at- 
tack on our major cities and in- 
dustrial areas. We call this the 
‘post-attack’ period. It would 
bring many problems. 

“For instance, planning’ against 
a major war must deal with 
more than manpower shortages. 
For example, there is a serious 
question of mobility of labor. In 
the event of attack on our major 
industrial centers, there will be 
need to insure an immediate flow 
of skilled mechanics into these 
areas to accomplish rapid reha- 
bilitation of essential facilities 
and services. The board is work- 
ing on a plan under which special 
mobile crews can be quickly as- 
sembled and brought in for the 
tasks of post-attack rehabilita- 
tion.” 

“Now take postwar problems. 
We know what happened to Ger- 
many, England and Japan during 


the last war and how they strug-

He hopes to get an outstanding 
economist or industrialist as his 
vice chairman to be in charge of 
programing. He also expects to 
have an adwisory committee of

After Symington took over the 
NSRB, Truman apparently began 
to see its actual and potential 
value. Gorrie promises to carry 
on in the Symington tradition as 
far as he can while Wilson and 
the ODM dominate the immediate 
defense production picture. 

The NSRB is too important an 
agency to let wither away. Being 
a comparatively young man, Gor- 
rie can give it permanence, as 
provided in the Unification Act. 
For that reason it is perhaps for- 
tunate that a “big name” was not 
selected for the chairmanship at 
this time. A “big name”: would 
have been regarded as a political 
appointment.

Hate for the Ameri- 
can imperialists is being success- 
fully used as*an emotional rally- 
ing point. As you say, the Red 
military machine is being 
strengthened. Therefore, why 
should the Chinese government 
want peace in Korea? Isn’t it to 
their advantage to continue the 
war?” 

He answered: “The Chinese 
want peace because there is so 
much to do within China. Time 
and again I have heard high Chi- 
nese officials (Peter lives with 
the Chinese truce delegation at 
Kaesong) express regret that their 
nation’s energies have had to be 
diverted to the war in Korea, for 
this war has caused China to 
postpone important reconstruction 
projects which are very impor- 
tant to the regime.” 


Possibility of Attack.” 


I said that there was very real 
worry in the parts of southeast 
Asia in which I had recently 
traveled that peace in Korea 
would cause Chinese Reds to at- 
tack in Indochina. 


Winnington, the London Daily 
Worker correspondent who had 
joined us at this point, chimed in 
to say, “An attack on Formosa 
would be much more likely, I 
should think.” 

Peter nodded agreement, add- 
ing, “If Chu Teh (Chinese com- 
mander-in-chief) says we will 
take Formosa, then we wifil take 
it.

_ Then he, qualified this state- 
ment saying that China would 
naturally like to see a Communist 
state here on her borders but she 
is prepared to settle for less. 
After all, he asserted, China’s 
principal concern is to see with- 
drawal of foreign troops which 
are considered a threat. 

“Do you mean that China is 
prepared to see free and super- 


% 


vised elections in united Korea?” 
I asked. * 
Peter answered that this was a 
definite possibility, providing all 
parties (that is, including Com- 
munists) were permitted to put 
up candidates. (It must be re- 
membered that free _ elections 
have a different meaning in Com- 
munist conception. For instance, 
the elections that delivered Po- 
land to the Communist. police 
state were described as free.) 


From a purely military point 
of view, I was interested in Peter’s 
statement that Chinese forces 
had been expecting Americans to 
bring in atomic artillery. 


“There were all sorts of rumors 
to that effect going about,” Peter 
said, “and naturally we took our 
precautions.” 


“This statement clairfied in my 
own mind the reason for the fan- 
tastic series of underground forti- 
fications that the Chinese have 
been digging in series of acres 
ranging from forward areas back 
to the capital of Pyongyang. 


Use of Air Force. 

In discussing truce negotiations, 
Peter indicated that “if the peace 
talks break down, the Communists 
will in all likelihood use their 
air force against United Nations 
troops.” 

He explained that up till now 
the Chinese have, conceived of 
their rapidly growing air force 
“purely as a screen for the Man- 
churian border.” This statement 
should be balanced against the 
fact that it is a well-known Com- 
munist practice to combine talk 
of peace with specific threats 
aimed at obtaining acceptance of 
their terms. 

“What about the Russians in 
China?” 

“There are many Russian tech- 
nicians,” Peter replied, “‘and they 
are very welcome. They have 
made a deep impression on the 
population by refusing to accept 
pay rates any higher than those 
of their Chinese colleagues. This 


is quite a change from those 
western experts who expect to be 
paid high salaries and live in high 
style.” 

The two Communist journalists 
scoffed at western reports that 
Chinese leader Mao Tse-tung 
might some day become a Far 
East Tito. Such speculations, ac- 
cording to Peter, are “just wish- 
ful thinking on the part of the 
West.” According to Winnington, 
such theories reflect “political 
illiteracy.” . 

Peter, who now works for the 
Communist newspaper Ce Soir, 
said he planned a two-year stay 
in China—“My normal run as a 
correspondent abroad,” he said, 
“And after the two years, who 
knows?”

on this score. Yet if real leader- 
ship is forthcoming in the United 
States, and if the Conservatives 
win here with a workable ma- 
jority, this election may mark a 
great turning point in world af- 
fairs. It has been a far greater 
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asset to the United States than 
most Americans realize to have a 
Socialist country as our chief ally 
in the world struggle. Yet it is 
perfectly obvious that the Anglo- 
American ‘alliance has tended to 
come apart, more as a conse- 
quence of mutual mumbling than 
anything else. If Churchill suc- 
ceeds in knitting the grand alli- 
ance together again, this may 
prove the last, and almost the 
most lasting, monument to his 
greatness.

In-New Taxes; More to Come 


Taxpayers. in Missouri,. Pennsylvania. and 
Massachusetts Still Waiting-to Learn 
How Much They’ll Pay. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24 (AP) — 
State taxes skyrocketed in 1951. 

During the year legislators in 
24 states voted more than $350,- 
000,000 in new levies, and more 
ae to come. 

axpayers in Pennsylvania, 

Missouri and Massachusetts still 
are waiting to learn their fate. 
The three legislatures are bogged 
down in tax programs. — 

Pennsylvania’s budget for the 
1951-53 biennium is $120,000,000 
in the red. Missouri has bills 
pending that would provide an- 
other $16,000,000 for highways. 

To help meet rising costs, 
Florida even put a tax on “court- 
in’” candy (the kind that comes 
in boxes and costs more than 50 
cents). But most of the new 
revenues will be collected from 
the time-worn favorites—taxes on 
sales, gasoline, cigarettes, cor- 
porations and trucks 


Survey by A.P. 

Here are some of the facts on 
mew state taxes as reported in an 
Associated Press national survey: 

Georgia topped all the states in 
levying new taxes in 1951, passing 
a new 3 pér cent sales tax ex- 
pected to yield $100,000,000 a 
year for a net annual revenue 
gain of $70,000,000. Emergency 
taxes passed in 1949 and yielding 
$30,000,000 were repealed. 

Other big tax increases were 
enacted in Michigan ($49,000,000), 
Illinois ($40,000,000), South Caro- 
lina ($34,000,000), Texas ($28,- 
000,000), New York ($26,000,000). 

Wisconsin cut its income taxes 
about $10,000,000 by eliminating 
a 25 per cent surtax enacted in 
1949, and stands to lose about 
$600,000 a year by cutting out a 
3 per cent tax on Wisconsin cor- 
poration dividends paid to out-of- 
staters. : 

Connecticut’s legislature voted 
to continue a 2 per cent sales tax 


for two more years. The levy 
yielded $34,000,000 during the fis- 
cal year ended June 30, 1951. 

New Hampshire reversed the 
trend to abolish poll ta¥es and 
levied $5 a head on all adults over 
21. It is expected to yield $1,- 
275,000 a year. - There also were 
revenue increases on tobacco and 
liquor, designed to raise $1,000,- 
000 a year. These measures were 
passed after a 1 per cent sales 
tax, originally sponsored by Gov. 
Sherman Adams, was defeated on 
two occasions. 


-Vermont also increased its poll 
tax, from $2.50 to $3, figuring the 
new rate to produce an additional 
$100,000 a year. A 1 per -cent 
sales tax was defeated. 

But in some other states law- 
makers accepted the sales tax as 
the best answer to their financial 
problems. 

Maine Sales Tax. 

Maine’s new 2 per cent retail 
sales and use tax became effec- 
tive July 1. It is expected to 
yield $11,000,000. Food and fuel 
are among the exempted items. 
Collection of the state property 
tax, yielding about $5,500,000, 
will be discontinued next year. 

South Carolina’ inaugurated a 
3 per cent general sales and use 
tax on July 1, expecting it to re- 
turn $34,000,000. 

Alabama increased its sales tax 
from 2 to 3 per cent, effective 
Oct. 1. The revenue, estimated 
at $20,000,000, will go for schools. 

The $49,000,000 increase in 
Michigan revenues will come 
from a new gasoline tax yielding 
about $30,000,000, a $4,000,000 in- 
crease in truck license fees, and 
a $15,000,000 rise in the state cor- 
poration privilege tax, thus boost- 
ing the tax on major auto manu- 
facturers as high as $2,000,000. 

The principal new revenue 
raising measure voted in Texas 


will yield about $28,000,000. It 
levies a tax at the rate of four 
and one-half miles per 1000 cu- 
bic feet on natural gas gathered 
into n lines. . ; 


Iljinois upped.its gasoline tax 


jfrom 3 to 4 cents a-gallon on 


Aug. 1, and the levy. will rise to 
5 cents Jan. 1. .Revenues are ex- 
pected to rise $40,000,000 to over 
$100,000,000. All of the money 
is to be spent for road construc- 
tion and maintenance. ¥

trucks pay a higher proportionate 
share of the cost of construction 
and maintenance of highways on 
the theory such vehicles do the 
roads most damage. 

The bills: 

Impose a weight-distance tax 
on loaded or unladen weight of 

of more than 18,000 
pounds. (Expected to yield $20,- 
000,000 annually). 

Boosted from 4 to 6 cents a 
gallon the state levy on diesel 
fuel for trucks and busses. (Ex- 
pected yield, $750,000). 

Changes truck license fees, 
beginning with the 1952 plates. 
(Expected to returh an additional 
$5,500,000 annually). 

Fifty pit-type weighing sta- 
tions will be built throughout 
the state to check truck weights. 

Cigarette Taxes. 

Among the states increasing 

cigarette taxes were West Vir- 


 ginia, up 3 cents to 4 cents; Ar- 
kansas, up 2 cents to 6 cents; 
Wyoming, up 2 cents; Tennessee, 
up 2 cents to 5 cents; North Da- 
kota, up 1 cent; Oregon up 2 
cents. 

Collection of the higher tax 
was delayed in Oregon by a peti- 
tion for a referendum. Oregonians 
have voted four es in recent 
years against taxing cigarettes. 

On Oct. 1 South Dakota’s taxes 
were lowered by termination of 
special levies adopted in 1949 to 
liquidate a $28,000,000 bonus pay- 
ment for veterans and their de- 
pendents. The taxes had amount- 
ed to about $10,000,000 a year.

MOSCOW, Oct. 24 (AP)—AIl 
Soviet newspapers today devoted 
their entire front pages to publi- 
cation in large type of 60 slogans 
of the Communist party central 
committee for the coming thirty- 
fourth anniversary of the revolu- 
tion, Nov. 7. 

Topping the slogans was this:

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP)— 
The Brotherhood ef Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen today in- 
structed its 75,000 members to 
prepare for a possible nation-wide 


strike. 

The negotiating committee, an- 
nouncing that a recent strike vote 
had authorized a walkout by 10- 
to-1 majority, set no date for a 


strike. 

The membership was instructed 
to prepare for a “progressive 
strike” which could mean a hit- 
and-run strategy or’a nation-wide 
walkout progressing from one 
time zone to another on the same 
day.

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Radio in Review 
15th Anniversary 
For Dr. Christian

: NEW YORK, Oct. 24. 
NOTHER anniversary, the fifteenth, has rolled 
around for the good gray country Dr. Chris- 
tian, one of the perennial wonders of radio. 
Gee, how time- flies. It seems like only yesterday

who, as any fool knows, 
is just an alias for Jean 
Hersholt, performed an

JEAN HERSHOLT an. evening half-hour 
program (KMOX, 7:30 p.m. St. Louis time Wednes- 
days) which gives it the illusion of respectability. 
In 15 years, Dr. Hersholt—he’s got so many honor- 
ary degrees that it’s disrespectful to address him 
as mister—has carved up ailing citizens by the 
hundredweight, all within sound of a microphone.

THE PROGRAM CLAIMS an audience of 11,000.- 
000 people, which is a lot of people. It’s a rather 
curious audience, composed in large part of the 
chronically sick or disabled whose interest in 
medical matters is probably a little deeper than 
that of the rest of us. As a rule, the medical 
profession is a touchy thing to write about, the 
doctors scrutinizing every syllable with grave dis- 
trust. This doesn’t apply to Hersholt. Doctors, 
especially country doctors which is what he plays 
in Dr. Christian, have taken him to their heart 
and even write him and ask for solutions to their 
problems, a new twist on an old relationship. 
oe § of them have gone out to see’ him in Holly- 
wood. 

The reason for this acceptance is simply that 
medicine is pretty largely avoided except in the 
most general terms. Dr. Christian dispenses a 
lot of other things besides pills—psychiatry, mari- 
tal advice, heart balm, nhilosophy—and in these 
fields the doctors allow free rein. The rainfall on 
Dr. Christian sometimes is pretty heavy. 

The program bills itself as written by the audi- 
ence which is slightly misleading. Anyone can 
take a crack at writing a Dr. Christian script and 
by now ‘most everyone has. The amateurs win 
more often than the professionals and frequently 
are so stimulated by their prizes—anywhere from 
$250 to $2000—that they enter what is sometimes 
erroneously referred to as the writing game in 
phace of genuinely useful employment and are 
miserable for the rest of their lives. 

% 

FIRST OF THE $2000 PRIZES way back 15 
years ago went to a man named John League 
Oberg who now writes for movies and television 
and probably has a full quota of ulcers. A girl 
named Eleanor Tarshis, now associate producer 
and director on “One Man’s Family,” used her 
$2000 for an operation to restore her eyesight, a 
plot idea that could easily have been used on Dr. 
Christian, and for all I know, may have been. 

Naturally, the outpourings of these prize-hungry 
novitiates—they’re not always youngsters — are 
not anything you would confuse with litera- 
ture. On the fifteenth anniversary, the story, a 
fairly typical one, concerned a married couple 
whose young dreams had soured terribly. He had 
wanted to be a lawyer but the war had torn him 
from law school and deposited him, after a suit- 
able interval of service, on a farm where his wife 
slaved from morning till night, growing no 
younger. They had wanted six children but an 
auto accident washed maternity out of her future 
forever. So, in their ninth anniversary, she de- 
cided to divorce him. 

“I tell you I can’t stand it any more. I can’t 
stand it watching his face light up when he sees 
a child—I love him too much.” Wonderful speech. 
There were a good many others. “No, no... 
won't let you blame yourselves . ..I won’t let you 
say that or think that.” Then, Dr. Christian—the 
mother hen, a sort of male Big Sister—stepped in 
and straightened things out. When the story 
ended, the Army was beckoning the husband again, 
things were no better on the farm and the future 
looked even grimmer than the past but some- 
how the couple out of all this misfortune extracted 
a note of cheer, conceivably from Hersholt’s 


chuckle.

LDER men and women in 
0 the congregation gasped when 

they saw the model of their 
new church. 

“Why, it doesn’t look like a 
church.” “It doesn’t look like 
anything.” These were typical 
remarks. 

Then the architect, Frederick 
Dunn, and the pastor, the Rev. 
Kurt Schmiechen, devised a two- 
prong plan of action. The pastor 
asked his congregation to put in 
writing everything they wanted 
in a new church. Dunn arranged 
for the building committee of 25 
men and women to take a tour 
of new buildings in the St. Louis 


area. 

And that is the story of how a 
radically new church structure, 
totally unlike anything else in 
this area, has been accepted by 
the Faith-Salem Evangelical and 
Reformed congregation of Jen- 
nings. The new church will be 
built on the south side of the 
5700 block of West Florissant 
avenue, at the corner of Albia 
terrace. 

Pastor Schmiechen’ explains 
the matter of his people “remak- 
ing their ideas”. about a church 
this way: “Basically, the radi- 
cal new design is the result of 
down-to-earth thinking by my 
people about their needs. The 
next largest factor was economy 
—the congregation now sees that 
this design will provide more 
church facilities per dollar spent 
than any old-fashioned or tradi- 
tional church. The flat roof, for 
example, will cost several 
thousand dollars less than an 
arched roof. 

“Some of my people still pre- 
fer a Gothic church, but they 
don’t like the cost of a Gothic 
structure. They agree that Faith- 
Salem must build something for 
a community center to be used 
Besides a

house of worship, we must pro- 
vide for the needs of the many 
little children in the parish, for 
many young people, and for the 
large number of elderly, retired 
men and women who came to us 
from the old Salem Church at 
Fourteenth street and Sullivan 
avenue.” 

Architect Dunn says: “It is 
smart to hand the architect the 
works; tell him everything you 
want. It takes a lot of people to 
design a church. The architect 
who says, ‘I did it,’ is crazy.

“We have designed Faith-Salem 
Church as an evangelical tool, to 
bring in the people. It will be 
hard to keep tourists and visitors 
out. 

“We can't use the methods of 
the middle ages, for we don’t 
have their craftsmen or their ma- 
terials. We must take the crafts 
and materials of today and adapt 
them to new forms.

UR correspondent would like 
Q to locate the story of a monk, 

who, “no matter what he was 
called upon to endure, always 
found strength in the thought, 
‘And this too shall pass.’” Per- 
haps another one of our readers 
has come across the story and 
can help us out. 

This saying is unique, in a 
way, for being attributed, in most 
persons’ minds, to the Bible, a 
source in which not only this re- 
searcher, but a scholar-specialist 
on the Scriptures fails to find it. 

Ella Wheeler Wilcox wrote a 
poem entitled “This Too Shall 
Pass Away,” in which these lines 
appear:

Miss Wilcox’s writings had 
wide circulation all over the 
country in the early part of the 
century, and her poem may well 
be the source of the saying’s cur- 
rency and survival.

HE most striking feature of 

the design is the all-glass 

north facade. This glass ex- 
tends the entire length of the 
building, 115 feet, and from floor 
to ceiling, 15 feet. The colored 
and textured glass depicts in 
Christian symbolism scenes from 
the life of Christ. The glass has 
been designed and will be exe- 
cuted by Emil Frei, Inc., Robert 
Harman, designer. The large 
slabs of commercial glass will be 
so worked out that the congrega- 
tion will have privacy for worship. 

The flat roof will be loaded 
with white; gravel to achieve a 
maximum of sun reflection. A 
rock wool blanket will provide 
additional insulation. 

Entrance to the nave is through 
an unusual open narthex, with 
four limestone pillars. On top 
of the narthex roof is a small 
globe symbolizing the world, with 
the Greek symbol for Christ, Xi 
Rho, above it. 

The nave will-seat 400 persons, 
and a large aisle can be used for 
overflow congregations on festival 
occasions. 

Directly above the altar the 
roof is pierced by three plastic 
domes, symbolizing the three ar- 
ticles of Christian faith. 

The east, west and south walls 
will be of rubble stone. A larger 
narthex and bell tower are 
planned for the future on the 
west side, also a school addition 
on the south. 

The estimated cost is $125,000.

| Fix It Yourself 
Floor Cracks. 

HE theory as to why cracks 
T appear between floor boards is 

very long and equally dull and 
even if you know it by heart you 
still have to figure out what to 
do about the cracks. 

The best remedy, which for 
obvious reasons is not a very 
popular one, is to rip up the floor 
and re-lay it. A somewhat more 
practical cure is just to fill the 
cracks with some sort of wood 
filler. 

The cracks should be cleaned 
out with a sharp pointed tool be- 
cause a filler won’t hold for long 
if there is a lot of dirt and dust 
about. 

For a filler you can use plastic 
wood, a mixture of sawdust and 
wood glue or any other good com- 
mercial wood filler. 

The filler should be tinted with 
a wood stain before it is applied 
so that when it dries out it will 


be the same color as the finish of | 
This calls for a little | 
experimenting with a small quan- | 


the floor. 


tity of filler and a little stain. 

Once you’ve got something close 
to the original finish, apply the 
filler. It should be packed down 
into the crack and allowed to 
come a little higher than the top 
of the floor because, as it dries, 
the filler will shrink. When dry 
the filler can be sanded down so 
it is flush with the surface of the 
floor. 

For very wide cracks it’s best to 
glue strips of wood in place in- 
stead of filler. Use the same wood 
as that of the floor. Lumber 
yards and lumber mills will usual- 
ly rip up these strips for you on 
power saws which is much Page ogg 
and easier than trying to do it

Through their 
long wanderings in other coun- 
tries, the best of the typical cook- 
ery was added to the Jewish 
cuisine within the limits of the

law. This has resulted in giving 


a second meaning to the word 
“kosher,” at least to non-Jews. 

Kosher restaurants and Kosher 
foods are described as _ both 
“clean” and “savory” and, for 
this reason, have become gener- 
ally popular. The modern trend 
of quick cookery has been re- 
sponsible for the popularity of 
the many canned, frozen and 
packaged products that are now 
available. 

This is a boon especially at 
holiday time, as a Rabbi men- 
tioned to me at a recent lunch- 
eon staged by a manufacturer of 
these products with national dis- 
tribution. Food editors were 
given an opportunity of tasting 
a high holiday meal just before 
the beginning of the New Year 
season. 

We all agreed that seldom had

Sweet Potatoes Rosettes. 

One pound sweet potatoes, one- 
fourth cup orange marmalade, one 
egg, one tablespoon sugar, pinch 
of salt, six slices canned pine- 
apple, honey, six maraschino 
cherries. 

Peel sweet potatoes and cook 
until soft. Put through grinder, 
Combine with marmalade, egg, 
sugar and salt and mix well. Put 
mixture in pastry bag. Place 
pineapple slices on a_ baking 
sheet. Using the pastry bag, 
squeeze a rosette of the sweet 
potato mixture onto each slice of 
pineapple.

The fact 
was that North’s opening bid was 
so light that he could not well 
afford to go along so amicably 
with South’s responses—it would 
have been more discreet to bid 
two spades over two clubs and 
thus offer less encouragement. 

West opened the diamond 
queen. South won and led the 
club queen, finessing when West 
played low. South then picked up 
West's club king, cashed the ace 
of spades and ruffed a spade. He 
returned to the board with a 
trump to ruff another low spade, 
and was naturally pleased when 
East had to sacrifice his king, 
thus establishing two spade tricks 
in dummy. 

At this point, however, South 
displayed a remarkable lack of 
gratitude for the breaks he had 
been given in the club finesse and 
the distribution of spades! Pre- 
sumably in a great hurry to dis- 
card on the good spades, he led 
his last trump to dummy’s last 
trump and threw off his two dia- 
monds on the queen and nine of 
spades. Then he tried the heart 
finesse. Luck could not be 
stretched to that degree, however, 
and down South went! 

South might well have started 
to establish spades right from the 
second trick, but even as he ma- 
nipulated the early play he ob- 
viously should have landed on his 
feet. With two spade tricks set up 
in dummy, all he had to do was 
give the enemy a diamond trick, 
ruff a diamond and discard two 
hearts.

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Secret of Growing Old | 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


S medical science increases 

life expectancy it has also 

brought to the fore the 
problem of growing old. The 
average age when life’s lease 
runs out is, in France 61 
years, in Sweden 65, in the 
Low Countries 68, in the 
United States 68 and in India 
27. 

Cicero wrote on old age and 
enumerated several of its ad- 
vantages. Horace spoke of the 
elders as “praisers of things 
that are past.” St. Peter in his 
Pentecost Sermon said _ the 
“young men will see visions, 
and the old men will dream 
dreams.” 

Youth is full of hope and 
sees visions in the future; age 
is retrospect and recalls the 
glories of the past. Our Lord 
told Peter that old age is a re- 
striction of liberty: “But when 
thou shalt. be old, thou shalt 
stretch forth thy hands and 
another shall gird thee, and 
lead thee whither thou wouldst 
not.” 

* * . 


EACH AGE has its compen- 
sations and also a particular 
vice against which it must bat- 


le. 

Youth has to struggle against 
the uncontrolled impulses of 
the flesh. As dirt is matter in 
the wrong place, so lust is flesh 
in the wrong place. 

In the middle age, the pas- 
sion that has to be watched is 
egotism or the unbridled crav- 
ing for power. Here the un- 
regulated impulse moves from 
the flesh to the mind, from 
sex to selfishness, from carnal- 
ity to pride. 

In the third stage of life, the 
tendency to avarice supplants 
the other two. Here it is not 
what is within man, namely 
his body or his mind which 
distracts him, but what is out- 
side him—the world, riches 
and possessions. As if conscious 
of his life passing he would 
give a Security to his mortality 
by filling up his barns even to 
the night the angel requires his 
soul of -_ ie 


WHERE there is a sense of 
dependence on God, a conscious- 
ness that this life is a steward- 
ship, and a firm conviction that 
what we do here determines 
our eternity, old age does not 
bring sorrow or regret, but 
rather a joy as it did to Simon. 
But where life is empty there 
are several dangers, the first 
of which is alcoholism. The 
medical profession today is 
alarmed at those who have 
passed middle age who would 
dull with stimulants the little 
of life that still remains. 

The cause is very often both 
moral and physical. It is moral 
when they attempt to drown 
either an unrequited sense of 
guilt or else escape responsi- 
bility for the emptiness of their 
lives. It is physical when they 
try to excite new strength to 
compensate for what they know 
is passing, or else give them-

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selves an illusory world with 
its false sense of power. 

Modern civilization has had 
little respect for the aged for 
the same reason it has little for 
tradition. There is a love for 
the antique but not for the an- 
cient. Yet the aged are to cul- 
ture what memorv is to the 
mind. 

The ancients surrounded their 
elders with great respect. The 
“Greek word “presbus” was used 
not only to indicate an old man, 
but also an important and re- 
spectable ambassador chosen 
because of his experience.

THOSE WHO have a philoso- 
phy of life are not troubled 
with age. Our last days should 
be the best days. The evening 
praises the day; the last scene 
commands the act; and the mu- 
Sic reserves its sweetest strains 
for the end. Simeon, when 
he saw the Divine Babe sang: 
“Now Thou canst dismiss Thy 
servant, O Lord.” He speaks 
like a merchant who has got 
all his goods on shipboard, and 
now desires the master of the 
ship to hoist sail and be home- 
ward bound.
